Applicants' comments filed July 24, 2006 clarify that the invention of claims 3 and 6 
differs from that of Aoi in that at least one of R1-R4 of the adamantanepolycarboxylic acid is 
derivatized (by a carbonyl halide or a protected carboxyl group). In contrast, Aoi neither 
discloses nor renders obvious derivatizing said groups in the corresponding component. 
Accordingly, the rejection of claims 3, 6 and 7 over Aoi has been withdrawn.
